Discourse delivered by Mr. J. Clegg 
Wright before the First Society of Spir- 
ituallsts, at Adelphi Hall, New York, 
Bunday Marning, Oct. 20th, 1889.

The duties and obligations of Spirit- 
ualista all lie within the bounds of the 
law. There are no duties and no obli- 
gations binding upon the conscience of 
Spiritualists antagonistic to the consti- 
tution of the United States and to its 
Commonwealths. These duties and 
obligations le within the established 
law and never can be in antagonism— 
In active, bostilo antagonism to the 
pirit of progress and liberty. There are 
systems of religion in the world that 
edneste differently, and claim a superi- 
ority over the state. They stand before 
patrioiism. The moral obligations are 
superior to the obligations of jaw, social 
alate or order, but It ia not so with 
Spiritualism. Splritualiem ís a religion, 
bt it isa religion bardly io any sense 
like the reat of the religions of the 
world. Religion, as it has been known 
in the past, always had to have a priest 
~8pliritualiam bas ov priest. Spliitual- 
fam bas barely a name, it ia a boneless 
organization. Spiritualism is in the 
state In which we fnd the jelly fish, it 
has no bones; and Jt is like the Scotch 
tertler, which isso hairy that you can 
hardly tell wbicb fs the head and which 
isthe tall. It isa growth, without any 
visible, active executive, devoid of or- 
ganization, and yet we bave to say this 
morniog sometbing about personal duty 
and personal obligation. But these du- 
ties and these obligations at the present 
seem to be so thin and so far away, B0 
atmospheric in character that it will 
take a little effort op my part to get 
them into position for a definition, But 
fo order to do so I will make a few his- 
torica] generalizations, eetting forth the 
cause of what may seem to be the chaos 
of the present time, 

The civilization of New England is 
the outcome of Purltanlam. The egols- 
tic religion of Puritaniem was extreme- 
ly severe and imposed social penalties 
of a bard and serious nature. It bas 
taken two hundred years to make Puri- 
tanism sensible, to make itat all like- 
able, to put it at all into a reasonable, 
progressive state. Jt was an exaltation 
of the judividual conscience. The s8- 
credness of the human conscience was 
Sfeature, a late feature In the middle 
part of the Reformation, and a power- 
ful factor In the spread of civil and re-

It made strong men, stalwart men, it 
made men of stero individuality.

conduct being reduced to individualism 
made it an aggressive force in civiliza- 
tion. The spirit of noncdnfornmity led 
to a spirit of republicanism, a phase of 
republicanism though, apart from com-
